Increased Postoffice Receipts in the United States 
Are Proof Today of Returning Business Prosperity

Seattle, Wash., Makes Largest 
Gains of Forty - Eight 
Largest Cities Reported for 
Month of July. 


FAIR AIDS ADVANCE 


ASHINGTON—Business prosperity 

in the United States is reflected in 
the postal receipts at the 50 largest post- 
offices during the month of July which 
show a decided incréase over the same 
month last year. At 48 of these offices 
the increase in gross receipts ranges 
from 00.51 per cent to 41.74 per cent over 
the amount of July, 1908. 

The only offices at which the receipts 
fell off were in St. Louis, Mo., and Scran- 
ton, Pa. The receipts decreased 
per cent at St. Louis, and 2.86 per cent 
at Seranton. 

The most notable increase was at 
Seattle, Wash. The gross receipts at 
that office jumped from $61,507.32 in 
July, 1908, to $87,186.23 during July, 
1909, an increase of $25,678.91, or 41.74 
per cent. The Alaska-Yukon Pacific ex- 
position had much to do with the enor- 
mous increase at Seattle. 


The next largest increase was made 
in Dayton, O. The gross receipts at 
that office incseased 33.13 per cent over 
July last year. Washington, D. C., 
reported the third largest increase in 
postal receipts during the month, the 
increase at this office being 26.69 per 
cent over the same month of last year,

TRAFFIC CENSUS 


NOW COMPLETED 
| Fast 


State Highway Commission 
to Announce Results of 
Work Which Will Form 


Basis for Appropriations. 


The enumerators who during the past 
week have been taking a census of the 
trafli¢e on the highways of the state have 


finished their work, and within a week or 
two the Massachusetts highway commis- 
sion will a statement giving the 
results of the work. Another census will 
be taken in October and the totals ob- 
tained will furnish a basis for appropria- 
tions according to the service on the 
highways. 

At most of the stations, of which there 
were about 200, the census was taken from 
7 a.m. to 9 p.m. At a few places it 
was taken day and night. One of these 
stations where there was continuous 
taking was at the old Medford turn- 
pike, now known as Mystic avenue, run- 
ning from Main street, Medford, through 
Somerville to Sullivan square, Charles- 
town. . Almost the entire traffic on this 
highway of wagons carrying 
merchandise and garden products. Auto- 
mobiles were seldom seen. 

Another of these continuous stations 
was on Cambridge street in Arlington 
and Winecnester. Here it was found that 
the travel was aln-ost entirely tor pleas- 
ure, With a daily average of 320 vehicles. 

The metropolitan park commission 
aided the state hignway commission in 
the taking of the census at Revere, and 
the employees o1 the park commission 
at the Saugus river bridge were assigned 
to the work. 


TWO BOSTONIANS 
SCALE HIGH PEAK 


A cable from Geneva says that Free- 
man Allen and Duke Smith of Boston 
have just completed a series of brilliant 
ascents on the Mont Blane range, and 
by their speed in climbing have aston- 
ished expert alpinists. 

Setting out from C* :monix with two 
guides, the Americans reached the Alpine 
hut on the Col-du-Midi, about 11,000 feet 
up, where the party spent the night. At 
daybreak they climbed to the summit of 
the Aiguille-du-Midi, 12,608 feet high, 
and on the same morning the Plan. 
d’Aiguille, which is a little lower.

REPORTING FEWER 
MINE GRIEVANCES 


NEW YORK—A report has been issued 
by the anthracite conciliation board cov- 
ering the last three vears of its work 
in settling differences between mine 
workers and operators. 

The report shows that only 23 griev- 
ances were presented to the mediators 
between April 1, 1906, and April 1, last, 
as compared with 150 grievances in the 
three years immediately preceding 1906. 

The improvements in the relations be- 
tween the mine workers and their em- 
ployers may be measured by the brevity 
of the present report. The volume issued 
three years ago contained 3306 pages; 
this year only 69 pages are required to 
tell of the grievances since April, 
and the settlement thereof.

RAILWAY EARNINGS

(old timers who witnessed the move- 
ments of prices in the New York stock 
market this morning were inclined to 
be very conservative. It was a very 
spasmodic market with wide fluctuations 
and excited trading. The speculator who 
enjove the excitement of the game had 
all he could wish for today. 

Inion Pacific again was the most con- 
epreuous atock on the list and attracted 
the attention of all.

COTTON RAISED ON 


LAND IN HAWAII 


NEW ORLEANS—E. V. Wilcox, repre- 
senting the government's experiment sta- 
tion at Honolulu. has arrived in New Or- 
leans for the purpose of buying machin- 
ery for the various branches of the cot- 
ton industry in Hawaii. He states that 
the practicability of cotton raising on the 
islands has been proved and that by next 
year over 4000 acres will be devoted to 
its cultivation. Besides the sea island 
cotton, already successfully grown there,

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| From Mr. Asquith’s official statements in the

: ened, -That both Canada and Australasia 
| would insist on this, was a foregone con- 

clusion. The division of the fleet into three 

units, viz., the East India, the Australia, and 
Defense the China squadrons, makes it preferable that 
| instead of the dreadnoughts offered, New 
— le ' Zealand and Australia present to the empire 
vessels of the Indomitable cruiser type. These ships will form the 
nucleus of the three squadrons, each of which will be composed of 
one Indomitable cruiser, three Bristol cruisers, six destroyers and six 
submarines. Canada will immediately start building cruisers of the 
Bristol type in both her Atlantic and Pacific ports. 

The agreement may be summed up in these provisions : Complete 
control of the Australian navy by the commonwealth in times of 
peace; active cooperation between Australia and the empire in war 
time. ‘This agreement may well be called a great triumph tor Aus- 
tralian national sentiment. [ven in an emergency the British admi- 
ralty cannot automatically extend its control over the Australian 
navy, but this will instead be placed at the disposal of the colonial 
office by the commonwealth. And while the squadron will form an 
effective part of imperial defense whenever and wherever imperial 
interests are menaced or assailed, since it is fully recognized that in 
such an event the imperial navy must be unified, it must, nevertheless, 
be inferred from the tenor of the agreement that the commonwealth 
is accorded considerably more latitude than would have been thought 
of a few vears ago. 

For if the commonwealth retains complete and undisputed control 
over the Australian fleet in times of peace, and if this fleet in times

of war does not pass immediately, 1. e., automatically, under the con- 


troWuof the British admiralty, can it be doubted that the,latitude given 
the Australians is one of interpretation as to what shall constitute 
an onslaught on imperial interests? Great Britain’s Indian question 
and kindred problems find little appreciation in the great self-gov- 
erning colonies, not only because of the obnoxious complications of 
race and labor due to Asiatic immigration, but especially because of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance designed to safeguard those possessions. 
When it is further considered that Britain’s differences with Germany 
are largely revolving around the control of the highway to India and 


the far east, the question as to what the great colonies, or nations 


as they are now called, regard as the fundamental interests of the 
British empire appears destined to play a determined role in the 
developments of the not distant future. 


THE introductory words of a telegram from 
Seattle, dated last Friday, were significant 
of the sentiment that prevails throughout the 
new Northwest. They ran: “When the sec- 
ond day's session of the national conservation 
congress met today there was a general feel- 
ing of relief that the Ballinger-Pinchot con- 
troversy had been shelved.” This newspaper, 
at the very beginning of the. controversy, 
pointed out wherein its continuance would be 
hurtful to the various conservation movements that are at present

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‘making for the welfare of the country, and more especially for the 


welfare of the West; and expressed regret that issues of the character 
raised should have been permitted to distract the attention of the 
spokane and Denver meetings from questions far more relevant 
and important. It 1s encouraging to find that our views were shared 
by the delegates to the Seattle congress. 

The controversy between Mr. Ballinger and Mr. Pinchot was of 
a nature that, 1f continued, was certain to take on, or, at least, to be 
given, a political complexion. It must have been evident to even the 
most casual observer that during its progress efforts were being made 
in certain quarters to direct it not only into a political but into a 
factional channel. There was not lacking proof enough to satisfy 
the careful onlooker that what some had in view was the creation 
of a breach between the friends of Mr. Roosevelt and the friends of 
Mr. Taft. and between these two gentlemen eventually. 

The McHarg incident simply illustrates this point. In the recent 
remarks and later resignation of that gentleman we have evidence of 
the great danger which might resuJt from the continuance of the con- 
troversy reterred to. Already the department chiefs have begun to 
feel its discordant influence. Let us hope that harmony in the cabinet 
has not been disturbed by it. 

It is not a controversy that at any time had to do with the main 
issue, and it would have been surprising if its apparent cessation did 
not bring relief to those who have the best interests of the West and 
of the whole country at heart. ¥

sELGIUM S$. future King has returned from 
his tour through the Kongo. The esteem 
which he enjoys and the gravity of the 
Kongo problem render his verdict singu- 
larly important as well as opportune. On 
landing at Antwerp, where an enthusiastic 
reception was given him, Prince Albert 
made a remarkable speech in reply to an ad- 
dress of the burgomaster at the town hall. 
To foreign readers it may occur that the 
eulogies of King Leopold had too large and too conspicuous a place 
in that speech, if it was to be taken as a serious and candid expose 
and not an empty formality, But this need not disappoint those 
who looked upon the prince's tour as the best promise for the intro- 
duction of reforms in the Kongo. 

It is natural that he should have paid a tribute to the business 
ability of his uncle and what he said about the wonderful energy and 
foresight displayed was amply offset by an incisive statement later 
in the speech. Nothing could more plainly voice his convictions, his 
conclusions drawn from personal research, than this warning to the 
Belgians: “The future of the Kongo will be assured if we strive to 


“raise the moral level of the natives by improving their material condi- 


tions, combating their decline, and augmenting the means of com- 
munication.” 

Of the three injunctions the last is the most urgent. It is only 
by throwing open all the regions of the vast Kongo basin that the 


abuses on native labor will be effectually stopped. As long as lack 
of rapid and safe communication helps to conceal those abuses, 
reforms will be purely transitory. But make great highways of the 
I.ongo’s many aflluents, let railroads penetrate the forests, and those 
abuses will at once flee the new light. Belgium's attitude since the 
annexation of the whilom free state, so negative and barren of re- 
sults, has seemed inexplicable to many. ‘That sweeping reforms 
were not at once instituted proves that the condition of affairs in 
the Kongo has not, as it were, sunken into the conscience of the people 
at home. The only remedy outside of intervention that ts left for 
the apathy with which the Kongo problem is treated in Brussels and 
Antwerp is the shame that will come with the full realization when 
the Kongo is made accessible to all, in all its regions. That time is 
probably much nearer than might seem, and with this in view one 
can only indorse the hope with which Prince Albert concluded his 
speech, “that the number of Belgians desirous of going to the Kongo 
will increase every day.” 
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It 1s A splendid compliment to the postoffice department, how- 
ever, when people habitually send bills of large denomination in 
ordinary envelopes through the mails, without registration, It may 
be risky, but why discourage man’s growing faith in man? 
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A PUBLICATION, Bonds and Mortgages, 
which does not make it a practise to take a 
sentimental view of matters, is constrained, 
however, to recognize at least the fact that 
there is now evident among Americans a 
sentimental yearning toward the soil. A 
striking feature of the last month, it points 
out, has been the extraordinary rush at the 
land drawings that opened three Indian reser- 
vations. Remarkable as a spectacle, this ex- 
hibition of a demand for land has been significant. “Clearly,” says 
the publication referred to, ‘there is no occasion for any revival of 
the ‘back to the land’ gospel in this country.. The land hunger of the 
people is acute, and for every farm or homestead there are at least 
twenty applicants. There would be more if the distance were not so 
great and expense and trouble so forbidding to many of the weary 
urbanites and suburbanites in the East and middle West.” 

_ A useful lesson is drawn from all this. The story of every land 
lottery, we are reminded, is an argument for irrigation and reclama- 
tion of land that is now necessarily barren. 

A few days ago we took occasion to call attention to the vacant 
lands of Massachusetts, which are offering inviting opportunities to 
the industrious. Throughout New England generally there is much 
vacant farming land. In this connection it will be interesting to note, 
also, that Georgia, and other southern states, are appealing for farmer 
settlers. There is room in Colquitt county, Georgia, we are told by the 
Atlanta Constitution, for 1000 more farmers, and there are 146 
counties in the state of which the same assertion might well be made, 
Care is taken to say, however, that it 1s the right kind of farmer who 
is wanted—the farmer who can get the proverbial two blades of 
grass from soil that has been growing only one. “Some men,” says 
the Constitution, “make fortunes from the soil because they know 
how to coax and develop its productivity ; others lacking this knowl- 
edge get from it a bare existence. A Cobb county man made last 
year $1104 from a single acre by raising high-grade seed oats and 
seed potatoes.” 

There still exists in this country a real longing for land, and the 
earnest searcher can find it.

Mr. Hill’s remarks have ref- 
erence mainly, no doubt, to wheat. Bumper crops in the wheat- 
growing areas of the country have not been generally predicted, how- 
ever. If his remarks are directed toward a recent statement issued 
by Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Hays, then we may as well 
prepare for another controversy, Mr. Hays predicted that this year’s 
crops would be greater than those of last year, which according to 
Secretary Wilson's figures were worth $7,778,000,000. It is not 
stated in the recent remarks of either Secretary Wilson or Assistant 
Secretary Hays that the term “bumper” may be applied to the wheat 
crop, 
Assuming that whatever controversy may arise will be a friendly 


one, we can turn-with greater ease to the estimates just published.

Arguing from these figures, the Daily Express contends that the 
present level-of values will not be maintained. All of the great pro- 
ducing countries, it points out, have secured large crops, and although 
stocks of old wheat are at a low level, the abundant harvests will 
set this right. 

Mr. Hill is probably correct in claiming that some of the esti- 
mates of the Northwest crops have been too high for safety, but 
even he agrees that the crop will be 50,000,000 bushels larger than in 
previous years.

ogee former president of the Indian national 
council and a leading publicist of that country. Moreover, his state- 
ment is borne out by numerous other representative men and by the 
tone of the press. 

It is a fact that the Indian Mohammedans have succeeded in 
inducing Lord Morley to modify his original reform scheme, which 
they convinced him was unjust to their interests because based on 
their numerical inferiority to the Hindoos. The fact that there are 
four Hindoos to every Mohammedan in India, in the opimion of the 
Mohammedan leaders, is an entirely fallacious standard for popular 
representation. In the first place, they comend, Mohammedanism 
is rapidly growing by proselytism; the proportion is, therefore, con- 
stantly changing in their favor. Secondly, the great historic role 
played by the Moslems of India since they first crossed the Indus 
twelve centuries ago, it is claimed, places them above the subject 
races of India, whose principal claim to power is their bulk. 

Whatever may be thought of the force of these arguments as 
touching on representative government, it is undeniable that Moham- 
medanism constantly reclaims trom the depths of the Hindoo caste 
system a great number of natives, even though the purity and vigor 
of Islam thereby suffers to a perceptible degree. So the Mohamme- 
dans are a growing power in the east, and it 1s their tuture rather 
than th®ir past that may justly claim consideration in the traming of 
Indian reforms. As matters are shaping themselves now, inside as 
well as outside of the great Indian empire, its seventy nnihon 
Mohangymedans who make England the greatest Mohammedan 
power in the world, can no longer be regarded trom a purely local. 
i. e., Indian, point of view. Cooperation between them and the 
British administrators appears more and more in the light of a sate- 
guard for that peace and order which is daily in greater danger 
from the Hindoos. It is, furthermore, a logical development of the 
general trend that aligns England more clearly than ever with Islam. 

The sullen feeling reported among Hindoos is, therefore, less 
of a sinister sign than might appear. It denotes apprehension of a 
close understanding between the British administration and the 
Mohammedan power of India and points the tar-reaching scope of 
this new entente.

Light hundred 

tall windows admit ample light, and in place of opaque partitions 

the offices are subdivided with glass walls that reach to within 

a foot of the floor. Ample provision has been made for artificial 

light, and artificial light comes by way of the windows which are 

planned chiefly for this purpose, all ventilation being provided for 
mechanically. 

With the various comforts and conveniences tor the tenants, 
the building resembles a small town in its activities rather than 
a single building, and it is but fair to assume that under such wise 
forethought on the part of the builders a maximum of effort may 
be expected from all who have duties within its walls.
